New School Day Schedule

Pupil ‘Wheels’; Remedial

Yorba Linda students can ride a 
bus to school again next year, and 
junior high students with reading 
problems will probably be able to 
take remedial classes. 


Those two issues, which prompt- 
ed sometimes heated discussion at 
the last two Yorba Linda School 
District Board of Trustees meetings, 
were settled Thursday night when 
the Trustees adopted a general fund 
budget of $2.9 million and a school 
day schedule for the 1975-76 school 
year. 


The budget contains a_ six 
thousand dollar savings in transpor- 
tation costs, made _ possible, 
accéfding to Board president James 
Bremer, by the new school day 
schedule. 


Next year, first through sixth 
grades will begin classes at 8:00 
a.m. and end at 2:30 p.m. 
Kindergarten students will attend 
school from 8 to 11 a.m. or from 
11:30 to 2:30 p.m. while junior high 
students will be in class from 9 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. 

In past years, first, second and 
third graders were bussed home one 
hour earlier than their older 
classmates. The eliminated bus trip, 
according to assistant superinten- 
dent J. Elton Patridge, will save the 
district money originally budgeted 
for driver time, tires, gasoline and 
repairs. 

The revised budget also contains 
one full time substitute elementary 
teaching position, which will free 
one teacher to return to the junior 
high. 


Construction Pace 
Continues Heavy 


Whatever the fortunes of the 
construction industry elswhere, 
Yorba Linda must be a hard-hat’s 
paradise. 

According to the city building 
department’s recent report to the 
city council, construction in June 
was up not only over that of May, but 
also over that of June 1974. 

According to the report, 70 
permits for construction of single- 
family units were issued last month, 
versus 44 in May and 2 in June 


1974. Total number of permits for 


the year so far exceeds last year’s 
to-date figure, however, by only 
two--375 to 373. 

On the other hand, commercial 
construction for the first half of ’75 is 
running ahead of last year with 21 
permits issued as opposed to 13. 


Permits for additions in June were 
up from May 124 over 112, and up 
from June ’74 by 124 over 81. Total 
addition permits this year lead last 
year’s 836 by 118. 

Total building permits for June 
numbered 201, contrasting with 159 
in May and 89 in June 1974. At 1381, 
total permits this year are ahead of 
last year’s figure by 112. 

Likewise, total building permit 
valuation for June, set at 
$3,462,169, led May by $958,914 
‘and June**?4*by~$3; 22224 Total 
valuation this year leads last year 
$21,838,089 to $18,480,189. 

Whether or not due to the city’s 
new oil-well tax, no permits for new 
wells have been issued this year, the 
report noted, versus 8 the first half 
of 1974.

Control Of Signs 


Worries Planners

City Planning Commission Wed- 
nesday, disclosed two problems 
with approving a conditional use 
permit for Dabelstein Feed Store on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

Signs and landscaping, said 
commissioners, do not conform to 
city ordinance and policy, and 
haven’t for the past two years. 

It was resolved, however, because 
of the city’s lack of a master sign 
plan for the building, that the permit 
be approved for another 60 days 
pending public hearing. 

“‘Whenever somebody gets a use 
permit, the Planning Commission 
can direct what happens _ to 
landscaping and signs,’’ said Vince 
Bautista, commissioner. 

“*Several signs are in violation of 
city sign ordinance. The hearing will 
determine continuance of the 
permit, which we don’t like to take 
away, because it means taking away 
a guy’s business.”’ 

The commission wrote a letter to 
the owner after the workshop telling 
him what will happen if the property 
is not landscaped and if the city does 
not come up with a sign policy. 

In addition to the sign code, the 
commission is setting a city-side 
policy with the following prefer- 
ences: 

--Carved wood signs tastefully 
designed. 

--Non-illuminated over illuminat- 
ed. 

--Externally illuminated only if 
the source of light is not visible. 

--Electric signs without high 
output sources. 

--No neon signs. 

--Internally illuminated signs on 
after business hours or at 10 p.m., 


whichever is later. 

The feed store will be expected to 
conform to this policy. 

The policy was scheduled for 
further review Wednesday but was 
postponed due to the absence of 
Commissioner William Kittridge, 
who is initiating many ideas 
contingent upon it. He was expected 
at the meeting and there was no 
comment from the commission as to 
his absence. 


Other items on the agenda 
included approval of the horse 
committee equestrian standards 


(safety and health guidelines for 
keeping horses on private properties 
and riding them in _ public 
thoroughfares). 

Councilmen expressed concern 
about the unmarked exit and 
entrance at the new MacDonalds on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard and the 
MacDonald’s flag flying under the 
American flag, but it was not 
disclosed at the meeting what might 
be done. 


In an interview with Bautista 
following the meeting he said the 
issue is ‘‘not a big deal, however, 
there is apparently some difference 
in opinion between the City Council 
and the Planning Commission as to 
where the flag whould be’’. 


He added that many of these 
seemingly small items are brought 
up at workshop meetings because 
the commission is very appearance 
conscience. 

**Many cities allow businesses to 
do exactly as they want--any sign, 
any kind of landscaping, but we 
believe we’re more concerned for 
the esthetics of the city and urban 
beautification."’

Junior high principal John Best 
indicated the reinstated teacher will 
probably be reading lab instructor 
Bob Allen.

Approximately one half the funds 
necessary to present junior high 
graduation ceremonies was rein- 
stated in the $2,986,522 budget. 
Previous budget proposals contain- 
i Fo funding for the ceremonies. 

alary and _ fringe benefit 
agreements for principals, assis- 
tant-principals and psychologists, 
teachers and classified personnel 
were also adopted by the Board. 

In each of the three agreements, 
the “district pledged to pay its 
employees the average salary for 
similar positions in the other 14 
elementary school districts in 
Orange County.

John Kenneth Galbraith, who seems determined to 
prove that economics is an inexact science, has written a 
new book, ‘‘Economics and the Public Purpose’. 

It has one major surprise. After asserting that ‘‘market 
arrangements in our economy have given us inadequate 
housing, terrible mass transportation, poor health care and 
a host of other miseries,’’ for the first time, to my 
knowledge, he gives us socialism as the answer. 

Like so many of his philosophical brethren, Galbraith is 
obsessed with the idea of central control of the economy 
and the allocation of resources such as your earnings and 


your labor. 


Recently, he joined with some friends in something 
called the Initiative Committee for National Economic 
Planning. ‘‘Economic planning’’, presumably, is the code 


word for ‘‘socialism’’. 


With tongue in cheek, the National 


Review described Galbraith and his fellow committee 
members as ‘‘bold young radicals’. No wonder, because 
the committee included such old central planning fans as 
Robert Heilbroner, Gunnar Myrdal, Michael Harrington, 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., Leonard Woodcock and even Betty 


Furness. 


Galbraith and his friends seem more interested in 
dealing with fairy tales than reality. Looking at his 
quotation above, I wonder where he’s been. Already I have 
lived 10 years longer than my life expectancy when I was 
born (to the probable annoyance of some). 

At that time, something between half and two-thirds of 
our people lived in whai we would describe as substandard 
housing. Today, fewer than 10 per cent do. And, today 99 
per cent have gas and electricity in their homes; 96 per cent 
have television sets, thus access to information. 

And, we have more churches, libraries and voluntary 
support for more symphonies, operas and nonprofit 
theaters than the rest of the world put together. 

Yet, Galbraith & Co. beat the drums incessantly for the 
control and order that come with central planning. 

For a sample of the paradise such planning can produce, 
we need only look at India and East Germany, to name two. 

Better yet, we could emulate a great nation more our 
size, a nation of some 250 million capable people and one 
rich in natural resources. The Kremlin has had nearly 60 
years in which to make socialism work. 

We could be just like the Russians, though it would take a 


bit of doing. 


We'd have to cut our paychecks back by more than 80 per 
cent; move 33 million workers back to the farm; destroy 59 
million television sets; tear up 14 out of every 15 miles of 
highway; junk 19 or every 20 automobiles; rip up two-thirds 
of our railroad track; knock down 15 per cent of our houses 
and remove nine out of every ten telephones. 

Thenall we'd have to do would be to find a capitalist 
country willing to sell us wheat on credit to keep us from

S. Vietnam Cabinet Member 
Resident Of Placentia

The doctor, who until two months 
ago was the Minister of Health of 
South Vietnam, with the responsibil- 
ity of health service for 21 million 
Vietnamese and a million refugees 
and war victims, Dr. Ton That Niem,' 
now lives quietly in a small garage 
apartment in the heart of Placentia. 

The young, personable doctor is 
extremely grateful for the refuge for 
him and his attractive family. 

Torn by years of war, the loss of a 
homeland and his inability to 
extricate all members of his and his 
wife’s family from the remnants of a 
proud country, Dr. Niem surveys his 
future. 

He was perhaps one of the last 
persons to leave South Vietnam. 

He describes the experience: 
“Now, I can’t imagine how I got out 
of Saigon. The climate was so 
troubled. I got out on Tuesday, 
April 29. I was picked up by an 
American helicopter from the center 
of Saigon at 7 p.m. and taken to the 
Saigon Airport at 8 p.m. Saigon fell 
at 10 a.m. the next morning."’ 

Educated in Vietnam, a country 
that grants education a top priority, 
Dr. Niem has held many responsible 
positions in his country’s govern- 
ment and in civilian life. He was a 
duly elected senator in Vietnam with 
a six year term and a key member of 
the National Union Cabinet, the last 
minute effort thrown together to 
save the country after President 
Thieu’s resignation. 

The effort was too late. 

As Minister of Health, the 
equivalent in this country of the 
cabinet post of Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Dr. Niem' 
had in his charge 60 specialized and 
provincial hospitals and 15,000 
medical and paramedical personnel. 
Other positions, previously held, are 
equally impressive. 

His first words are in appreciation 
for his new-found Placentia friends 
and the affection bestowed upon him 
and his family: ‘‘I receive a lot of 
help from the Calvary Church and 
the friends of the Calvary Church. I 
have the feeling that if you had come 
to my country, as I have, that you 
would not have found such kind, so 
nice people to help:you...as I receive 
here...as my friends from Calvary 
Church.”’ 

“I would like to mention 
particularly the family of Pastor 
Lewis (Phillip Lewis), the family of 
Mrs. Pritchett (Lewis-Barbara), who 
house my family at the present time, 
the family of Mr. Redding (Elcho 
Redding, Orange Coast College 
professor), who is teaching all my 
family English and certainly I cannot 
forget my friends in this area. 

“Their attitude, their love, 
surprised me completely, because I 
have before and particularly after 
this situation from Saigon, had a 
very bad image of the Americans in 
general. Even though I had a lot of 
good friends and close friends from 
my American advisor collaborators 
when we were in Saigon.”’ 

‘The reason I was surprised is 
that I saw the American people as a 
military people and technicians. 
And certainly they were only the 
expediters of certain policies that we 
don’t always appreciate. And what I 
am surprised is, that these people 
here, this group of American 


friends, who always try to give us 
this help at the present time...this 
love...and they try to give us this 
confidence in ourselves during this 
period...this so 


so dramatic 


dramatic situation. And I think it is 
the best thing...it is the most 
precious thing.”’ 

*‘When we left Saigon, when we 
left our country, we abandoned 
everything. And we are now, 
practically speaking, like the leaves 
the wind blows. I am sorry also, that 
the contrary may be true. Maybe the 
American people got before also the 
very bad image from the Vietnamese 
people. And it is not the exact 
image. So that I hope we can get 
more comprehension, and _ this 
comprehension based on love, will 
help us to be able to bring some 
contribution to this country. 
Because we don’t like to be the 
burden to the American people.’’ 

‘‘We come here because of a 
certain special circumstance. And I 
think Americans have to admit this 
fact of reality.’’ 

Concerning the evacuation: ‘‘I 
intended to leave Saigon only on the 
last minute. Certainly because of my 
position. President Thieu had left; 
Air Marshal Ky. The Prime Minister 
of this so called National Union 
Cabinet in which I participated. The 
men from the government party left 
three days before.”’ 

After Dr. Niem was helicoptered 
from a capitulating Saigon, he was 
transferred to the Seventh Fleet and 
to a cargo ship where he and 7,000 
other people were transported in the 
cargo hold for four days to the 
Philippines. 

After a week in the Phillipines, 
Dr. Niem was transferred to Guam 
and an American friend interceded 
and he was transferred to Fort 
Chaffee in Arkansas. 

In the meantime, his frightened 
family, including his mother, 
speaking no English, anxiously 
awaited word of him here in 
Placentia, after leaving Saigon a 
week earlier than he and ending in 
Camp Pendleton where relatives 
and Placentia’s Calvary Church 
interceded. A cousin, Ton That 
Cuong, has been living in this area 
and working on his doctorate at 
UCLA. 

“Life has for us a lot of 
surprises,’’ the doctor contem- 
plates. 

Concerning the evacuation and 
the immigration of the Vietnamese 
people: ‘‘I may be wrong, but it 
seems to me that this rescue 
operation was not exactly organized. 
It was in disorder. It was not 
planned. And a lot of people, they 
like to leave, because they are afraid 
for their lives. 

‘The Vietnamese suffer a lot...a 
lot of suffering that myself and my 
family, my relatives in my country, 
but now we suffer more when we see 
the fall of Vietnam...and the feeling 
of not being able to contribute to our 
country. Such agony. We tried to 
save the country. There were many 
left there who would like to have left. 

‘*When I talk about Nationalists, 
they cannot live under Communist 
regime. It will be their Vietnam. I 
have had no communication with the 
country since I left. I would like to 
forget the past--I am deeply moved. 
We are all responsible. And I still 
hope that maybe this defeat from the 
Nationalists camp, even at so high a 
price, perhaps could bring peace to 
the majority.”’ 

**We (my family) have a problem. 
It doesn’t surprise us. I am a doctor. 
I have to prepare again. There are 
possibilities of a special training 
program from the federal govern- 
ment. I hope it will be realized for

the benefit of all. 

“I would like to practice medicine. 
I have no choice. I must support my 
family. People here have made a lot 
of effort to help me. __ 

At Fort Chaffee, Dr. Niem was the 
spokesman for 130 doctors, 60 
pharmacists and 30° dentists. 

“*We do not want to be a burden 
on the new society...we need a 
comprehensive plan and I think for 
each case there should be a case 
worker to analyze each one so help is 
more efficient...with understand- 
ing. What they need in the private 
and official sector is better 
organization.”’ 

‘*Now it depends on whether you 
are lucky or not. That is not a good 
plan. My _ people need _ the 
possibilities of training for a new 
skill.”’ 


“The Vietnamese are patient 
enough and realistic. We are trying 
to see the broad view of the 
future...not to see the past.’’ 


‘What I try to get is not for me. I 
have no illusions now. The problem 
for me now is how to survive, 
because the people, they wish to 
really like the country. Now it is very 
hard to realize...very hard to be a 
part of the life. It takes a special 
psychology. I would like to say, they 
suffer strongly. Only people who 
feel strongly can understand.”’ 


‘‘Everybody was very exhausted 


through this long, hard and 
dangerous trip from the evacuation. 
Personally, I lost about ten 
pounds.”’ 


And not all of the doctor’s family 
escaped. ‘‘Unfortunately for my 
wife it is not the case...not all family 
members are out. A lot of brothers 
and sisters were left so that it is a 
problem for me. We are trying to get 
them out. 


*‘We have reached the fact of 
reality now. It is in the past now. 
Even if I had to do this suffering all 
of my life, there is nothing I can do. I 
have to think of the future. I have at 
the same time this feeling that I did 
not get yet the opportunities to 
contribute to the nation. Because, to 
be under the military regime is far 
different.”’ 


‘With my experience as a 


politician I can say to you that» 


politicians are like artists, that when 


y* 


the curtain falls,| they have to live 


maybe, in the memory of the people. 
It is their only consolation.”’

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA 
APPROVING THE ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN TERRITORY DESIGNATED

WHEREAS, said territory is contiguous to the City of Yorba Linda and is 
uninhabited territory in the County of Orange. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Yorba Linda does ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: The annexation of the territory hereinafter described, designated as 
Annexation No. 75-2 to the City of Yorba Linda, hereby is approved and said 
territory hereby is annexed to the City of Yorba Linda. 

SECTION 2: That said territory, the annexation of which to the City of Yorba 
Linda is herein made and approved, is all that territory situated in the County of 
Orange, State of California, and more particularly described in a legal description in 
Exhibit ‘‘A'’, attached hereto and made a part of this Ordinance.
